On 20 September 1950 the Canton Military Control Commission was ordered by 
the Central and South Military and Administrative Committee to replace key 
personnel of ships of the China Merchants Stean Navigation Company which 
recently sailed to Canton from Hong Kong by graduates of the Chinese 
Communist—sponsored seamen's training class, 


@o The same order placed the ships NATHAN, HUNOCHANG and CIurasiy (tp BF ) 
under the direction of the Canton office of the Chinese Communist Naval 
Neadquarters to ship military supplics from Canton to Chanchiang (109-9, 
22—5) or Ch?iunpchou (110-21, 20-02) for reshipment to the Viet linh. 
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
